Capt. Albert Stearns, superintendent of the Church & Dwight 
Soda Works, Syracuse, N. Y., established this fund in 1899. He 
spent a portion of his boyhood days with his parents in the south 
part of the town and received his early education at the Old Brick 
School House in Gibson Village. Wishing to confer some benefit 
upon’ his adopted town, after long premeditation, he acquiesced ina 
friend’s suggestion of a lecture fund and showed his generosity by 
creating such at once.

Report of School Board.

The condition of the schools of the district during the year now 
closing presents few noteworthy changes. Four schools have been 
maintained in the district, the total length of their sessions being 143 
weeks. ‘The attendance at schools Nos. 4 and 12 has been some 
what decreased by removals from their vicinity, while the number of 
scholars attending school No. 5 has increased enough to cause slight 
inconvenience in providing suitable accommodation for them. 


At the close of the Spring term three vacancies occurred in the 
teaching force, causing the employment of new teachers in all the 
schools but one, in which by allowing an increase of wages, the same 
teacher has been retained through the year. 


Owing to the fact that experienced teachers are constantly re- 
ceiving higher wages in larger districts, the supply ofteachers willing to 
take positions in rural schools has greatly diminished, and it has been 
with very considerable difficulty that the board has secured teachers 
of desired capability and efficiency. The district, however, has been 
fortunate in securing under such conditions faithful teachers in all its 
schools, although of course the success of their endeavors has not 
been equally satisfactory in all cases. It is probable that a further in- 
crease of wages will be unavoidable in the ensuing year. 


There have been no material changes in text books during the 
year. Several of those in use at present have proven most satisfac- 
iory in the schools of the larger towns of New England, and in gen- 
eral, it is believed, the studies are treated in a most interesting way, 
and thus have made possible most excellent results from true co-op- 
eration of teachers and pupils in the work of the year. 


The greatest obstacles to the attainment of the full return due 
to be secured by the expenditure of money and earnest effort has 
been the same as in previous years, the absence of scholars without 
sufficient cause, an evil which would have been much greater, but for 
the efficient action of the truant officer of the district, which has se- 
cured an average attendance not greatly differing from that of the 
preceding year. 
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But a considerable portion of the parents resident in the district 
seem unable to believe that the laws of the state require the constant 
attendance of their children at the schools unless such attendance is 
prevented by the “physical or mental condition” of the scholar, and 
that absence for other reasons, even work requiring attention at home, 
renders the parent allowing such absence liable tu arrest and penalty 
for violation of law. Nor has the board any power to grant ex- 
cuses for such absences. Norisit true, as is often assumed, that such 
violation of law is practically confined to parents recently from other 
countries, for whose conduct unfamiliarity with law may offer some 
excuse, for unfortunately parents bearing names long found on rec- 
ords of the town have been among those requiring tle most careful 
attention, and respecting the law with the greatest reluctance. 


Questions relating to transportation of scholars resident ata 
considerable distance from school have also caused much trouble. 
The board has continued methods practically unchanged since trans- 
portation was first undertaken by the district, although certain includ- 
ed features, due to andecedent conditions, have produced earnest 
complaints from parents deeming themselves unfairly treated; and it 
must be admitted that those features, when viewed with reference to 
present conditions, seem to give reason for complaint. But the simple 
change generally demanded by the aggrieved parents would probably 
require a very considerable increase in money expended, and it would 
therefore seem, that quite marked amendments of method, perhaps 
a revision of the entire system of transportation, might prove advis- 
able in the interest of equity and economy. The board has therefore 
inserted an article in the warrant for the annual meeting asking that 
the district will carefully consider the entire topic. 


In accordance with a request from the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction the board presents an estimate of the probable income 
and necessary expenditures of the district for the ensuing year. In 
this estimate it is assumed that the transportation. of pupils will be 
continued in the same method as that which has been employed in 
previous years. Ifthe district believes any considerable change in 
method to be desirable, the effect of such change must needs be con- 
sidered in the appropriation of money.

This estimate presents an apparent need of a further appropria- 
tion of $210.50, required to meet the probable expenses of the ensu- 
ing year and to furnish, in accordance with custom, a sufficient amount 
to meet the expenses of the early part of the following year, until the 
taxes are assessed and collected. But the amount now remaining in 
the district treasury, as shown in the report of the treasurer, is suff- 
ciently larger than usual to provide for the needs of that period 
without any larger appropriation than will cover the first four items 
of this estimate of expenses, amounting to $2,437.00.
